paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out 
and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 



the invention. 



The phrase " the system for rendering information " is unclear 
and cannot be understood. Is this indicated to reading information, 



writing information or something else ?. 
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The phrase " for cooperating with the power supply " ( claims 1 
and 2 ) render (s) the claim(s) indefinite since it was not clear what 
applicant intended to cover by the recitation "cooperating ". The 
resulting claim (s), therefore, do not clearly set forth the metes and 
bounds of the patent protection desired. 

Claim (s) 3-5 incorporate the indef initeness of claim(s) 2 by 
virtue of their dependency thereon. 

7) The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between 
the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was 
made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter 
pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

8) This application currently names joint inventors. In 
considering patentability of the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the 
examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various claims was 
commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made 
absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the 
obligation under 37CFR1.56 to point out the inventor and invention 
dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the 
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applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior 
art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

9) Claims 6-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over ONO et al ( 6,373,799 ) . 

ONO et al discloses a record carrier as claimed in claim 6, 
comprising a track for carrying marks representing information ( 
Fig.4A, optical disc 2 ), which record carrier comprises an 
integrated circuit comprising communication means for contactless 
communicating with a device and a power supply coil for generating 
supply power from low frequency magnetic flux changes ( Figure 1 
shows the circuits inside IC 3, figure 2 show the lay-out of IC 3, 
Fig.4B, coil and core 18. See column 6, lines 3-15. In this case, the 
coil and core 18 is connected to electromagnetic receiver 10 for 
contactless receiving power ) , except to specifically show that the 
power supply to IC is magnetic flux. It would have been obvious to 
someone within the level of skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made to use magnetic flux for powering the IC as 
claimed. The rationale is as follows: 

ONO et al suggests in figures l r 2 r 4Aand4B that the electromagnetic 
receiver 10, coil and core 18 together with rectifier 14 are formed as 
power receiver and capable of receiving power wirelessly from outside 
IC 3 ( see column 6, lines 3-15 ) , the rectifier 14 and power circuit 
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16 will convert signals from electromagnetic receiver 10 into power. 
Therefore anyone of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made would have been motivated to modify the power 
receiver of ONO et al's optical IC disc for receiving magnetic flux 
as claimed. 

As to claim 7, the recording layer is inherent in every optical 
recording disc. 

Claim 8 is rejected with the same reasons set forth in claim 6 
above . 

As to claim 9, it would have been obvious to use coil with at 
least 10 windings since the coil in ONO et al's IC ( figure 4B, coil 
18 ) could be winded at any desirable windings. 

As to claim 10, speed detector for detecting the speed of any 
moving devices are old and well known in the recording art. 

10) Claims 1-5 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set 
forth in this Office action. 

11) The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure.
